And this grieving of Gods ſpirit in his chil- 
dren, ſhall fathers of Children, and Maiſters 
of houſholdes(though many other doe grie- 
uouſly offend) eſpecially anſwete for before 
God, The great blesſinges ſent of God, the 
lawes made by the Prince,the word preached 
by the Miniſters take ſmall effect, and bringe 
foorth little fruite: becauſe Parents and mai- 
ſters ſnewe ſuch examples of looſe libertie in 
themſelues, and throw the raynes of licenti- 
ouſneſſe into the neckes of others. They re- 
member not the honourable calling, which 
they haue of the Lorde, that he hath placed

them, as it were in his owne roome, and 
giuen them his owne names, that they might 
gouerne, teach, and directe others, to ho- 
nour and ſerue him, vppon whome their 
preheminence doth wholly depende, But 
(alas)they doe not their duetie in gouerning, 
they apply not themſclues in teaching them 
that are committed to their charge: and 
therefore youth not gouerned, nor taught, 
nor praying at home, cannot pray, nor learne 
in the congregation. But as the deuiſes of 
men ate ready to finde excuſes, ſo ſeeke they 
vp figge leaues in this, to couer their ſhame. 
Firſt they will ſay, We giue them meat & mo- 
ny for their worke: what ſhould we do more? 
So doe you beſtow vpon your beaſts, in buy- 
ing and feeding them: but your ſeruantes are 
more precious in the eie of the lord: and you 
are charged in the fourth commaundement. 
to ſee that they ſerue God. Some ſaye, they 
ſende them to the Churche on the ſabboth, 
and ſo anſweare that charge. But the Lord 
cõmaundeth you your ſelues alſo to rehearſe 
his lawes to your children and houſholdes , 
Deu 6. 5. If they plead ignorãce, it wil be but 


a weakeanſweareto the Lord. Some ſay, they 


are aſhamed toteache and praye with theyr 
houſholdes: I ſay, becauſe it is good, they are 
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aſhamed. elſe, euery thing they are ready to 
performe with braſen browes in open pla- 
ces. Some ſay, it is hypocriſie to perfourme 
their ductic: Let ſuch pray for new hearts: for 
if their one conſciences condemne them 
of hypocriſie, God is greater then their con- 
ſciences.Some ſay, it will let and hynder their 
ſeruauntes from worke, as Pharaoh obiected 
to Moſes. Exod. . a. But our ſauiour anſwea- 
reth ſuch in his anſweare to Martha Like. l o. 
4. This I ſpeake, not to noutſe anye in idle- 
neſſe: for ſuch ſnoulde not cate, 2. Thef. 3. 
10.) Some ſaye, they ſhall bee ſcorned by 
worldlinges : It you ſeełe to pleaſe men, you 
are not the ſeruantes of Chriſt, Ga/at. J. 10. 
Yet this was Chriſtes portion, and they are 
but faint ſouldiers, that flze for a worde, for 
wee muſte buckle with the Diuell hande to 
hande, who will not leaue vs till death, ex- 
cept by Apoltaſiz wee yeelde him both bo- 
dies and ſoules. Some doe ſay, that they can 
not bring the vnlearned in letters to this 
knowledge: but they doe not remember, that 
god giueth knowledge of his myſteries, euen 
to the ſimple that feare him. Palme. 25.14. 
And in foure monethes ſpace , I haue ſeene 
theſe principles and aunſweares learned by 
Gentlemen, Yeomen, Horlckeepers , Shep- 
| Az. hear ds, 
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To Chriſtian Parentes 
heardes, Carcars , Mylkemaydes, Kitchin- 
boyes, & all inthathouthold (where theſe or- 
ders were obſerued) except three or foure, 
whole capacitie was but meane and ſimple, & 
yet the ſimpleſt went not without ſome pro 
fte. Some ſaye, youth are ſo ſtubborne, that 
they will abide no ſuch orders: I ſay, better is 
the roome of ſuch than their company. For 
if admonitions appoynted by the Lorde, win 
them not, auoyde them: and fo ſhalt thou a- 
uoyde the infecting of the reſt of thy houſe- 
holde by them, ſo halt thou make others to 
feare, ſo ſnalt thou by making them athamed 
of their ſinnes, driue them to repentannce, 
& principally thou ſhalt auoyde Godstudge- 
ment againſt thee and thy houſhold-; It thou 
knowelt that thou keepeſt an ignorant & ſu- 
perſtitious Papiſt, a blaſphemous (wearer, a 
diſobedient ſubiect to God, prince & ruler, a 
licentious and looſe liuer,, which giueth his 
bodie to fighting, whoring , and ſtealing:& 
his tongue to quarelling, filthy talking, and 
lying, and thou ſeeke not to reforme him by 
the order of God: doeſt thou not make thy 
houſe his ſtewes, and thy ſelfe his bawde? Re- 
moue ſuch, leſt God remoue thee. It is writtẽ 
in vayn, that the plague ſhal neuer goe frõ the 

houſe, where the ſwearer is? & that it ſhalbe 
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full of plagues ? Will not the Lord performe 
that, which he hath ſpoken by his Prophete 
Zachariah That there ſhal remain a plague 
in ſuch houſes , toconſumethem with the 
tymber and ſtones therof?I would they wold 
conſider, what God (aide to ie in the like 
caſe: thou honoreſt thy children aboue mee, 
therfore I wil cut thee & them oft, The com- 
forthe had ofhis youthesin the ende , was 
this: The arke (the witneſſe ofthe Lords pre- 
ſence) was loſt, thirtie thouſand of the peo- 
ple {laine, his two ſonnes killed: this liued 
he to heare, and ſo in ſorrow fell backeward, 
and brake his necke: then his daughter in 
lawe fell in trauell, and in trauell died: the 
remnant of his houſe were gladde to crouch 
and begge for a ſmall peece of ſiluer, and a 
morſell of bread. If our Engliſhmen coulde 
beholde theſe plagues, the remoouing of reli- 
gion to a people that (hall bring foorth fruite + 
of it, the taking awaye of our Queene , the 
wayling of their wiues, the murdering of 
their children, and the cutting of their owne 
throtes by ſtraungers, they woulde looke 
better about him. O fathers of children 
and houſholdes, if you woulde before hande 
arrayne your ſelues before Gods iudgement 
ſeate, and there finde your ſclues indited

ready tobe condemned, for ſending your 

poſteritie to begge at ſtrangers doores: for 

ſpoyling your children of their liues: this
